m e d ia ” is du e to Celtic sou rces.

one, however, wou ld dream of contest­ 
ing th a t to the Cymric branch of the 
Celtic race we owe the origin of the 
A rth u ria n legend. 
We do not know w h e th e r it w ill be 
one of the du ties of the Welsh u niversity 
to endeavor to revive the real, u na d u l­ 
terated Celtic literary traditions and to 
p u rge and p u rify them from the accre­ 
tions du e to foreign 
influ ence. 
We 
shou ld be disposed to say th a t Celtic 
scholarship will be more beneficial and 
more su ccessfu lly emp loyed in collect­ 
ing the indications of the influ ence ex­ 
ercised by the Celtic sp irit over the 
English langu age, English romance and 
English ways of thou ght du ring the 
very p eriod when it was su pp osed to 
have been repressed, if not wholly de­ 
stroyed.

Few scholars, however, wou ld be 
p rep ared to challenge the assertion of 
Kenan that the sixth centu ry was the 
golden age of Cymric literatu re, thou gh 
its first epoch is u su ally taken to start 
from still remoter times and to extend 
to the date of the N orm an conqu est, 
bu t it is not till the chronicle of Cara- 
doc, a somewhat dry record, recalling 
in its general scheme the more famou s 
Anglo-Saxon chronicle.

But as so o n as o n the 4th o f No v ember 
the result.o f the electio n was anno unced 
ev erybo dy wo uld kno w that the parity 
o f go ld and silv er wo uld no t be m ain­ 
tained 
It hav ing been made certain by Mr. 
B ryan’s electio n that the parity o f go ld 
and silv er wo uld no t be maintained, 
there wo uld be a rush upo n the treas­ 
ury fo r the go ld in it by perso ns ho ld­ 
ing greenbacks entitled to redemptio n, 
and the go ld reserv e wo uld be exhaust­ 
ed in a twinkling. 
Go ld w ill instantly 
disappear fro m circulatio n, to I o ho ard­ 
ed o r expo rted. Why will it disappear? 
Because ev ery sensible perso n when 
making a payment will prefer to make 
it in the less v aluable do llar and ho ld 
the mo re v aluable go ld do llar back fo r 
mo re pro fitable use. 
Go ld w ill there­ 
fo re quickly riso to a premium, and wo 
shall be o n the silv er basis lo ng befo re 
a free co inage law can l>e enacted. Our 
daily transactio ns in buying and Sidl­ 
ing, in paying and receiv ing wages, 
will no lo nger be carried o n upo n the 
basis o f the go ld do llar w o rth 100 cents, 
but o f the silv er do llar wo rth 50 cents 
o r thereabo ut, fo r the go v ernment will 
no lo nger ho ld up the silv er do llar to 
the v alue o f the go ld do llar. 
The qu antity o f go ld v anishing fro m 
circulatio n will amo unt to abo ut $000,- 
000,000, the disappearance o f which 
will make a tremendo us ho le in the 
v o lume o f o ur currency.

silv er man, there will be free silv er 
co iuago to fill the gap pro mptly with 
co ined silv er o r silv er certificates.
